CHICAGO —In his column, 
“Pieces of Hate,” Richard E. 
Gutstadt, national director of the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
Brith this week listed six known 
fascist-minded demagogues who 
have already announced their 
intention of seeking political of- 
fice in the elections this fall.

Gutstadt writes: 

“It is interesting to note that 
many of our fascists, who have 
been in political oblivion, now 
find that the background of war 
is an opportune time for them to 
attempt a comeback. Ex-Con- 
gressman Jacob Thorkelson, the 
Jew baiter from Montana, an- 
nounced his candidacy for the 
U. S. Senate. William Lemke, 
unsuccessful presidential candi- 
date in 1936, while under the 
doubtful tutelage of Father 
Coughlin and Gerald L. K. Smith, 
seeks election to Congress from 
North Dakota as does William 
F. (Alfalfa Bill) Murray from 
Oklahoma. Leon de Aryan, vio- 
lent hate monger, who is present- 
ly being investigated by a Grand 
Jury, has thrown his hat in the 
ring as a Congressional candi- 
date from California. With Ger- 
ald L. K. Smith seeking the sena- 
tor’s seat from Michigan and Wil- 
liam E. Riker, another anti-Se- 
mite, announcing his candidacy 
for Governor of California, it 
becomes apparent that the fas- 
cists are pinning their hopes on 
the fact that the present national 
emergency, with its myriad of 
mixed emotions, will operate to 
help them sneak past the better 
judgment of the American peo- 
ple.”

City - Wide Rally Buys Nearly $2,000,000 In Bonds 





B'NAI B'RITH IN ST. LOUIS SELLS 
$1,910,000 IN BONDS AT HUGE AUCTION

ST. LOUIS—A new B'nai B'rith record and probably a national 


record as well for the sale of the largest amount of war bonds in one 
place at one time by a single organization were established by St. 
Louis’ three B’nai B’rith’s lodges and two auxiliaries when $1,910,000 


worth of war bonds were bought 
by 10,000 people who jammed the 
capacious Field House of Wash- 
ington University at a B’nai B’rith 
sponsored bid for freedom bond 
auction. 

Adopting the plan initiated by 
Nashville B’nai B’rith, the St. 
Louis lodges and auxiliaries ob- 
tained gifts of merchandise valued 
at more than $10,000 from 600 St. 
Louis merchants and auctioned 
off the articles to the highest bid- 
der who paid in war bonds and 
received the article in addition. 
Some idea of the spirited bidding 
the rally inspired is gained from 
the fact that a $20 bowling ball 
sold for $28,500 in war bonds and 
a $1.95 pair of silk stockings 
fetched $1,000 in bonds. A $15 
electric razor brought $5,000 into 
Uncle Sam’s war chest while a 
$100 set of golf clubs was bid in 
for $10,000 in bonds. A $40 radio 
was knocked down for $20,000 in 
bonds. Virtually everyone in the 
huge audience made one or more 








bids in the city’s biggest war bond 
rally. 

Admission to the rally was 25c 
but every ticket purchaser re- 
received a 25c war stamp. The 
band of Scott Field and profes- 
sional entertainers kept the crowd 
in high spirits. 

Sixteen auctioneers worked in 
shifts of four to put the auction 
across.

POLISH COUNCIL BALKS ON SPECIFIC GUARANTEES of FREEDOM For JEWS

LONDON —A four-point program on Polish- 
Jewish relations offered to the Polish National 
Council here by Dr. Ignacy Schwartzbart was re- 
jected by the Council this week after a two-day 
debate on the issue. In its place the Council adopted 
a resolution approving the declaration made by the 
Polish Government-in-exile on February 24 which 
pledged “free political, cultural and social develop- 
ment for all national minorities in post-war Poland.” 

The program, as suggested by Dr. Schwartzbart 
in the form of a motion presented to the Council, 
provided for the following steps to be taken by the 
Polish Government-in-exile: 

1. The Government should abolish all legal and 
administrative restrictions which were enforced 
against the Jews in Poland before the war. 

2. The Government should disassociate itself 
from the policy of “Jewish evacuation” proclaimed 
by the pre-war Polish regime and should issue a 
statement declaring that emigration from Poland is 
a right but not a duty of any citizen. 


3. War refugees from Poland belonging to the 
Jewish and other minorities should be accorded the 
same facilities to return to Poland after the war as 
those accorded to Poles. 

4. The Government should declare null and void 
all the anti-Jewish discriminatory acts introduced by 
the Nazis in Poland, and should guarantee the return 
of confiscated property to Jews as well as compensa- 
tion for any losses suffered by them. 

Stanislaw Mikolajcezyk, Polish vice-Premier and 
Minister of Interior, in replying on behalf of the 
Government to Dr. Schwartzbart’s demands, stated 
that the general declaration of principles on the post- 
war democratic regime in Poland makes it unneces- 
sary for the Government to issue any additional 
specific declarations. “The Government,” he _ said, 
“is constantly on guard to secure a sincere realization 
of its principles with regard to its national minorities 
and is ready to undertake proper steps for the issuing 
of appropriate orders in case of concrete necessity.” 

A resolution introduced by Sofia Zaleska, member 
of the anti-Semitic Endek party in the Council, urging 


that the forthcoming peace conference should “solve 
the Jewish problem in Europe” by securing for them 
a state of their own, was adopted here this week by 
a vote of 17 to 2. Five members of the Council ab- 
stained from voting. 

The resolution was strongly opposed by Samuel 
Zygelbaum, the Jewish Socialist member of “the 
Council, He pointed out that the Jews must be con- 
sidered not a “problem” but an integral part of the 
population in the countries where they live. This, he 
said, is especially true with regard to the Jews in 
Poland, who have been residing there for genera- 
tions. 

In her resolution, Mrs. Zaleska emphasized that 
the Jews “as a nation without a soil’ must be pro- 
vided with conditions which will allow their normal 
development within the framework of a state with 
their own national government. “The Jewish nation, 
which has proved its extraordinary vitality during 
the last two thousands years since the collapsing of 
its historic state, should not be deprived of its own 
state and territory,” the resolution stated.

Kiplinger’ Finds No. Undue 
Number of Jews in 
Government

NEW YORK —The allegation 


voiced by some anti-Semitic 
groups that the proportion of Jews 
in the government service is far 
in excess of the proportion of 
Jews in the general population is 
denied in the chapter on “Jews 
in Government,” in the recently 
issued volume “Washington Is 
Like That,” by W. M. Kiplinger, 
published by Harper & Brothers. 

From his own observations, Kip- 
linger states that the number of 
Jews in the various government 
departments in Washington con- 
stitute about four per cent of all 
the employees, which is the pro- 
portion of Jews among the 130,- 
000,000 Americans. Kiplinger ex- 
plodes the myth that all the Jews 
in the government act together 
so as to create a cohesive “Jewish 
influence.” He reports that the 
Jews in the nation’s capital, like 
every other religious group, are 
split into scores of different 
groups holding widely-varying 
philosophies. 

He attributes the public im- 
pression that there are a tremen- 
dous amount of Jews employed 
by the government to the fact that 
in certain agencies which come 
in contact with the public—such 
as the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, the Department of 
Labor, the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board—-there are a substan- 
tial number of Jews employed. 
These departments, he points out, 
employ statisticians, lawyers and 
economists. 

Kiplinger reports that there is 
discrimination against Jews in 
some government bureaus and 
also agitation against them fos- 
tered by some anti-Semitic Con- 
gressmen. Some government of- 
ficials, however, are seeking to 
stop the subtle discrimination 
that has been practiced against

BALTIMORE—Dr. Morris S. Lazaron, one of the eading par- 
ticipants in the recent conference of Reform Rabbis in Atlantic City, 
this week outlined to the representative of the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency here his position with regard to the Zionist problems dis- 
cussed at the conference. 

“Fyrom the reports in certain sections of the Jewish press,” Dr. 
Lazaron said, “one would gather that the conference in Atlantic 
City was anti-Palestine. This is not true. I appreciate the oppor- 
tunity to restate what I said there. : 

“We must not permit ourselves to be jockeyed into the posi- 
tion of being against Palestine. We are not. We should endorse 
a constructive program for the economic and cultural development 
of the Holy Land, but our work for Palestine must be from the 
viewpoint of the American Jewish community. Jewish ties with | 
Palestine and the presence there of thousands of Jews will render 
easier the task of Jewish settlement in that land. 

“Thre will be Jews in Central and Eastern Europe who will 
wish to emigrate, whilst in other countries—such as France and 
England and even here—there are many who came as transmigrants 
and for whom a permanent home may have to be found. Palestine 
is an obvious home for many of these. We recognize with pride 
and admiration the great pioneer work which has been done in

scale possible. We agree that if large-scale emigration is necessary 
immediately after the war, Palestine would be able to receive con- 
siderable numbers. 

“For such settlement to be possible, it is not necessary to urge 
the creation of a Jewish State. To found a State based on race 
or creed is fundamentally wrong and indeed is the antithesis of 
one of'the principles for which this war is being fought. We can- 
not imagine any basis for a Jewish State which is not wholly in- 
consistent with the principles of the Atlantic Charter. Apart from 
our fundamental objection on principle to this proposal, it clearly 
raises many practical obstacles. It must accentuate the difficulties 
in the way of arriving at friendship and cooperation with the 
Arabs, without which nothing can be achieved. Why mortgage the 
future? Build the land and people it. All other things can take 
care of themselves, 

“The British Government should be asked to take such steps 
as will make possible the fullest immigration into Palestine on 
satisfactory terms. It is obvious that such a policy can only be 
successfully carried through if the British Government makes the 
necessary arrangements with the Arabs. The British Government 
should be asked to ensure that necessary changes be made in the 
constitution and administration of Palestine, and that wide powers, 
financial and others, are given to the local authorities, to enable 
them to provide whole-heartedly for the carrying out of the policy 
of facilitating Jewish immigration into Palestine and the highest 
development of which the country is capable. Nor is it necessary 
at this stage to set out in detail what changes or powers may be 
required. The difference, therefore, between our policy for Pal- 
estine and that of the Zionists is the difference between a policy 
fundamentally economic and cultural and one fundamentally 
political. 

“We take our stand on the Four Freedoms and the: Atlantic 
Charter and all that derive from them. The people who speak for 
freedom and democracy will speak for the Jews. With the accept- 
ance of the Atlantic Charter it will follow that those of the Jewish 
faith will be accepted as full citizens of the countries where they 
lived before the Nazi persecution started. It is an essential foun- 
dation stone for a peaceful world that the policy of every civilized 
State shall be rigidly to exclude all differentiation between its citi- 
zens on the ground of race or religion and above all that no state 
shall have the right to drive its nationals from its territories because 
of racial or religious prejudices.”

‘Frisch Hits Rabbis 


Special 


COLUMBUS, O.—Rabbi Elias 
Charry of Indianapolis was ele- 
vated to the presidency of the 
Ohio Valley Zionist Region at the 
annual convention here last week- 
end. Meyer Gallin, also of Indian- 
apolis, was re-elected vice-presi- 
dent in charge of Youth Activi- 
ties. 

In a prepared statement read 
at the banquet, Daniel Frisch of 
Indianapolis termed the meeting 
of anti-Zionist Reform Rabbis held 
in Atlantic City recently “shame- 
ful,” and declared that the group 
“attempted to give their people 
what is known as ‘Misa-Neshika’, 
death through a kiss.” 

“They proclaim that dispersion 
is a blessing,” the statement con- 
tinued, “and that the Jewish peo- 
ple scattered throughout the 
world, would in time so influence 
the other peoples as to create an 
environment in every country in 
harmony with the Jewish pro- 
phetic view. It is the same line 
of false reasoning which made 
Milton Mayer suggest that every 
Jew live the life of a prophet.” ... 

“This picture of a luxuriating 
group of servants of the powerful 
and the rich, posing as the mis- 
sionaries who would engage in 
converting an unwilling world, 
would be an amusing one, were 
it not for the tragic attempt to 
inflict a stab at the very vitals of 
Jewish survival at a moment when 
our age-old aspirations are about 
to be realized. True, nationalism, 
when carried to extreme, brings 
about animosities and hatreds 
which are the ugliest things in 
national relationships, but then 
so are individual animosities and 
hatreds, yet no one suggests the 
cessation of human life as the 
necessary prelude to the end of 
short-comings in human nature. 

“A much more promising vision, 
as against this type of isolation- 
ism. it seems to me, would be 
one which could rest on a basis of 
fact and human tendency. In the 
hope to substitute national emula- 
tion for national jealousy, interna- 
tional co-operation as against na- 
tional competition; in other words 
in the philosophy inherent in the 
spirit of the Atlantic Charter. 

“However, these gentlemen, 
escapists par ex-cellence, fail to 
realize that this war is being 
fought to bring about the basis 
of national contribution towards 
the symphony of tomorrow called 
the League of Peoples. This is 
why Zionism is realism per-se.”

NEW BOOK SHOWS REFUGEES GIVE 
EMPLOYMENT TO MANY AMERICANS 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
NEW YORK—Refugee who have 


come to this country since the 
Nazis rose to“power in 1933 have 
not displaced American workers, 
but rather, through the exercise 
of their “transplanted skills,” have 
been employing American citizens 
in new trades according to a study. 
Refugees at Work, issued this 
week by the Kings Crown Press 
of Columbia University. From 
1933 to 1941, about 150,000 immi- 
grant refugees arrived in this 
country, half of whom settled in 
New York State, it was estimated 
in the report. 

A preface to the report, writ- 
ten by Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, said the study was under- 
taken to determine whether refu- 
gees constituted a threat to Amer- 
ican security, economic or other- 
wise,-and added: “I hope this 
study will be widely read so that 
it may allay fears of those who 
are now making it more difficult 
for the refugees to make a real 
contribution to their new homes, 
through fear of competition when 
there may be a new lag in em- 
ployment.”

Inevitable After War, 
Dr. Weizmann Says 


> i Telegraphic Agency : ‘ 
YEW YORK—The belief that “a Jewish Homeland in Palestine” 


will inevitably result from the victory of the democratic nations in 
the present war was expressed here this week by Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann, President of the Jewish Agency for Palestine and world 
leader of the Zionist movement, at a dinner tendered him at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel attended by leaders from all walks of Jewish 
life as well as by many prominent non-Jewish notables. 

Declaring that he is “unshakably convinced that all roads to the 
solution of the Jewish problem inescapably lead to the Jewish 
Homeland on the shores of the Mediterranean,” Dr. Weiz-

mann said that while Czechs, Poles, Greeks, Dutch, Bel- 
gians and Frenchmen, after the victorious conclusion of the war, 
will be able to return to a normal life, this is not so in the case of 
the Jews who have been robbed of all their possessions by the Nazis 
and whose livelihood has been destroyed. 

Appealing to the world to give the Jews “a place in God’s wide 
world where we Jews could live and express ourselves in accordance 
with our character, and make our contribution to the civilized world 
in our own way and through our own channels,” Dr. Weizmann 
emphasized that this place must be Palestine. “I believe that after 
the war Jews everywhere can gain in status and security only through 
the rise of a Jewish State, and this would be especially the case if 
that state is a part of the British Commonwealth,” he said. 

Dr. Weizmann assured his audience that in such a state there 
will be complete civil and political equality for all citizens, without 
distinction of race or religion, and, in addition, the Arabs will enjoy 
full autonomy in their own internal affairs. “We should be ready, if 
necessary, to consider joining, under proper safeguards, in a federa- 
tion with Arab states,” he declared.

8 Indiana Jewish Communities Work With Soldiers 


O A JEWISH community which heretofore 
has limited its war effort to taking part 
in the work of the general community at large, 
has come with a rush, the problems brought 
when hundreds of Jewish boys turn to it for 
their principal means of recreation, entertain- 
ment, and the general difficulties that go with 
young men torn from their former: homes and 
environment. 


Although Indianapolis has been fortunate 
enough to secure the services of a splendid U. 
S. O.-Jewish Welfare Board representative in 
the person of William (Bill) Rosenthal, of New 
York, the work is not confined to the capital 
city, for already eight other State Jewish 
communities are engaged in exactly the same 
type of activity. 


Hammond, Indianapolis, and Fort Wayne 
are the old timers in the field, although even 
here the work has been only on a minimum 
basis. But now with the new camp going up 
at Henderson, Ky., Evansville has organized 
its own Army and Navy committee of the 
Jewish Welfare Board, and Vincennes, in the 
same part of the state, with an air base being 
built close at hand, is entertaining the men sta- 
tioned there. In the Peru-Logansport-Kokomo 
area, at least two air bases are under construc- 
tion, and that will provide these small Jewish 
communities with work to keep them busy, 


and at Lafayette and South Bend the boys in 
training at Purdue and Notre Dame are under 
the watchful eye of their local Jewish commun- 
ity. Add to this expected completion of Camp 
Atterbury near Columbus, Ind., which will 
throw a peak burden on Indianapolis and you 
have the complete picture as far as Indiana is 
concerned. 

That the State’s Jewish community will 
rise to the occasion is a foregone conclusion, 
but the problem is not that simple. Will- 
ing hands are not the only _perequisite. 
To this end the meeting planned for this Sun- 
day and Monday in Cincinnati, O., of all the 
Jewish communities engaged in the work in 
three states, namely Indiana, Kentucky, and 
Ohio, is of obvious value. Charles W. Morris, 
chairman of the 5th Corps Area, comprising 
the three states will be in charge, and Louis 
Cohen, of Louisville, chairman of that city’s 
Army and Navy committee will be on hand 
to give the newcomers in the field the benefit 
of his experience which goes back to World 
War I. 

The Indiana Jewish. Community has a real 
task before it, and unquestionably will rise to 
the occasion. It should be noted that a very 
large percentage of the soldiers taking part 
in the activities at Kirshbaum Center are not 
Jewish, and all facilities at the Center are 
open alike both to Jew and non Jew. 


Says Lodges Doing Substantial Job 


HE JEWISH POST has a letter from B'nai 
B’rith’s Bernard Postal, who contends that 
our editorial headed “The Akron Convention 
and the War Effort” in The Post of May 29, was 
without foundation in asking that a blueprint 
for individual participation by the B’nai B’rith 
lodges in the civilian war effort be established. 


Mr. Postal’s letter reads in full: 


To the editor: 

I read with much interest the editorial 
in the May 29th issue in which you make 
certain suggestions regarding the war ser- 
vice program of B'nai B'rith. 

The editorial would indicate that you 
were not completely aware of the far- 
reaching nature of the B’nai B'rith war 
service program, nationally, regionally and 
locally. I am therefore sending you, under 
separate cover, a copy of the book "This is 
B’nai B'rith” in which you will find a de- 
tailed chapter dealing with B’nai B'rith and 
the war. I have also sent you the last 5 
issues of the B’nai B’rith News and a copy 
of the brochure on the B’nai B’rith war 
fund. 

After reading this material, I am sure 
you will agree that the blue print for ser- 
vice has been drawn long ago. Moreover, 
the blue print is being and has been built 
into a substantial edifice of war service. 

BERNARD POSTAL

The Post’s editorial spoke of one thing, Mr. 
Postal speaks of another. Mr. Postal tells of 
the splendid work the grand lodge and many 
lodges are doing. The Post wants the individual 
members of the lodges to be mobilized for a 


real effort along lines of civilian defense, such 
as giving blood, buying bonds, enlisting as air 
raid wardens and auxiliary police, entertaining 
and otherwise doing something for the boys in 
the service. 


For instance: Although the Indianapolis 
lodge of B’nai B’rith presented a $1400 station 
wagon to the local Red Cross, and although a 
real effort (only about 25 responded out of a 
membership of over 600) was made to get the 
lodge as a whole to give blood to the Red Cross 
Blood Bank, still at its meeting last Tuesday 
night there was common agreement that the 
lodge has done almost nothing. 

The same situation is true almost of every 
lodge in Indiana. The Terre Haute lodge pre- 
sented water-proof watches to the Jewish boys 
in the community entering the armed forces, 
and no doubt every lodge has in one way or 
another urged the purchase of bonds by its 
members, but as far.as any planned effort is 
concerned, it is doubtful if the job that can be 
done is being done. 

The Post is more completely aware of the 
work the individual lodges in Indiana are do- 
ing in behalf of the civilian war effort than Mr. 
Postal concedes. During the past year the Post’s 
editor visited the following lodges and kept a 
contact with many other lodges: Terre Haute, 
Evansville, Anderson, Muncie, Lafayette, Gary, 
Michigan City, not to mention an almost one 
hundred percent attendance at every meeting 
of the Indianapolis lodge and its executive 
committee. 

It would be interesting to hear from some 
of the readers as to whether or not their lodge 
is doing all it can do along the lines suggested 
above.
